HE gown worn by Miss Alice 
TT aaasen. Queen of the Veiled 
Prophet’s ball, was a slim 
robe of pearl sequins in narrow 
stripes on white net. 


It had a heavy garniture of 
pearls and rhinestones above the 
bust line. and a girdle of the 
same jewels slightly held the 


robe in at the hips. Great clus-

been tentatively set for Dec. 1. The 
preliminary plans provide ‘or a 
strictly European meeting, without 
America’s presence. 


Premier Poincare strongly favors: 


a meeting of the European nations 
first, for there is a growing fe: ling 
on the part of the allied Governme:ts 
that at least one European confer- 
ence on reparations and debts will 
have to be held before the co-opera- 
tion of the United States can be ex- 
pected. 

Exchange of views has taken place 
between the French and Belgian 
Governments over the questions to 
be discussed. As soon as the Turkish 
problem is fairly on the way to vet- 
tlement, conversations will be held 
periodically between representatives 
of the Paris and London Govern- 
ments. 

Premier Poincare’s present plan is 
to offer to reduce the German in- 
demnity to a figure between 40,09",- 
009.000 and 590.000,000.000 
marks, in return for the cancellation 
of the French debt to Great Britain 
and the surrendering by the latter 
Power of her share of reparations, 
which amounts to 22 per cent. 

. on to Washington. 

One of the most important factors 
toward the success of the Brussels 
conference is thought to be the mis- 
sion to Washington of Sir Robert 
Horne, the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. A satisfactory arrange- 
ment between the United States and 
Great Britain for the consolidation 
of the British debt would insure the 
success of the Brussels gathering, in 
the opinion of the allied observers. / 

While the allies are said to realize 
that. there is no possibility of the 
cancellation of the British debt, any 
definite agreement for funding it 
would place Great Britain in a posi- 
tion to consider seriously acceptance 
of the French Premier's propoeal. 

The Britteh Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is expected back about the 
middie of November. 

French Negotiations. 

The French Government has made 
no announcement concerning any fur- 
ther debt missions to Washington, 
although it has been generally ac- 
cepted that Jean V. Parmentier, who 
recently headed & French debt mis- 
sion to America, and some other ex- 
ecutive would return to Washington 
this fall with details which the Unit- 
States Funding Commission re- 
quested. 

Although America will not be dis- 
couraged from sending a representa- 
tive to Brussels, Poineare and other 
allied executives are believed to be 
convinced that the best way to en- 
gauge the executive interest of the 
I'nited States in the question of in- 
terallied debts is for the European 
nations to get together first, reduce

Upthegrove’s early career, like 
that of other ‘‘self-made’’ men, was 
not one of easy advantages. He was 
born May 26, 1871, at Greenville, 
Tex., where his father was a prom!- 
nent attorney. When Daniel was 15 
years old his father died, leaving the 
son the chief mainstay in—the sup- 
port of his mother and three sisrers 
on a 75-acre farm near Greenvil'a. 
This he did so well, meanwhile doirg 
studving at home, that he not only 
provided for his family but in four 
years accumulated sufficient money 
to pay his way through a prepara- 
tory academy and college and send 
two sisters away to school. He 
worked at college and passed the 
summers at farm work. 

His preliminary education 
completed at 
my, Franklin, Tenn., in 1890 and 
1891. He put in two vears at Vander- 
bilt University. Nashville, Tenn. Fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his father, 
Upthegrove then studied law at Tex- 
as University in 1895 and 1896. 

Early in 1897 he passed the bar 
examinations and began practice at 
Greenville, continuing his studies un- 
der Judge E. B. Perkins of Greer- 
ville, then regarded as one of the 
most brilliant lawyers in Texas. 


Gets First Legal Job. 

He obtained his first legal fob in 
the spring of 1897, at $25 a month, 
representing the Cotton Belt in tne 
local Justice courts. It 
started Upthegrove on the upgrade 
to success but clinched another vic- 
tory for him, he said today. After 
landing the job he told Miss Frances 
Graham, to whom he was engasced, 
that he “had a salary now and they 
would have to be married.” The 
wedding took place in October. With 
a reminiscent smile Upthegrove add- 
ed that the $25 a month salary was 
about all the income he had then, as 
legal cases were not numerous with 
struggling young lawyers. 

Judge Perkins went to Dallas to 
become general attorney for the Cot- 
ton Belt in Texas, and in November, 
1901. summoned Upthegrove to be- 
come his assistant. He made a legal! 
record there that caused Herber'’, 
when he became president of the 
road in August, 1916, to bring Up- 
thegrove to St. Loyits, Dec. 1, 1914, 
to become general solicitor for the 
entire system. 

This advancement, Upthegrove 
said. was unexpected and made a 
radical change in his life plans. He 
said he had intended to develop a 
law practice at Dallas that would 
give him a remunerative income in 
the event he determined to forsake 
his work as railroad counsel for gen- 
eral practice.

HEROINES OF HISTORY 


Significant Incidents in the Lives of Famous Women. 
By MARK STUYVESANT 


The Way Grace Darling Won Fame in a Day. 


ter of the sea. She was born 

on the coast of Northumber- 
land, England, at Bamborough, Nov. 
24, 1815. She was the seventh child 
of William Darling, the keeper of 
the Longstone lighthouse, situated on 
one of the most dangerous of the 
Farne Islands. 


Here Grace was raised, and knew 
no other playmate but the great sea. 
For weeks the Darlings would have 
no communication with the outside 
world, and Grace spent the greater 
part of her time helping her father 
in the care of the lighthouse and 
her mother with her household 
work. 


By the time Grace was 22 years 
of age she was a remarkably brave 
sea woman, and oftentimes was ad- 
monished by her parents for her ap- 
parent unconcern over its dangers. 
As Grace peered into the night from 
the great lighthouse and watched 


G RACE DARLING was a daugh- 


‘the angry ocean, she used to wonder 


whether her experiences as a sea 
woman would ever be a benefit to 
her or others. Bodies were some- 
times washed to the little island, and 
Grace on a stormy night could not 
sleep for thinking of the people at 
sea. 

The night of Sept. 7, 1838, was 
one of the stormiest the Darlings had 
ever seen. All night long they 
watched the sea for a sign of a ship 
in distress. At daybreak they dis- 
covered nine people a mile away 
clinging to a great rock in danger 
of their lives. 

It was a small remnant of a party 
which had started a few days be- 
fore on the Forfarshire steamer 
which plied between Hull and Dun- 
dee. Sixty-three persons had started 
on the trip, but #hen the ship was 
torn in two by the great waves, 54 
of them had immediately perished. 
Among them were the captain and 
his wife. 

Grace Darling knew that her 
chance had come. Regardless of 
her own life she must act quickly 
if she would save the nine persons 
who still clung to that rock. 

Mr. and Mrs. Darling were amazed 
when their daughter declared her in- 
tention of trying to make the trip 
@cross the mile of seething water in 
which it seemed impossible a boat 
could suryive. There was no hope 
of saving the lives of the ship- 
wrecked because the trip could not 
be made. 

“If you do not go with me. father. 
I am going alone,” deciared Grace 
firmiy. 

Her father, seeing that she was 
determined, consented to go with 
her. With the aid of Mrs. Darling 
-the rowboat was launched. and 
Grace and her father started on 
their perilous journey. The heart- 
broken Mother buried her face in 
her hand< as she saw her loved ones 
tossed about im the smal! craft by 
the great waves.
